TYRONE MURDER 
í CASE. 


TRIAL BY COURTMARTIAL 
CHALLENGED. 


In ‘the King’s Bench Division yesterday, be- 
fore the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Dodd, 
and Mr. Justice Samuels, 

Mr. Wood, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
MecGuckin (instructed by Mr. G. Murnaghan) 
applied for a writ of certiorari, directed to the 
Governor of Belfast Jail and to Colonel Carter 
Campbell, to enable a conviction and sentence 
against Hugh Rogers, motor driver, of Six Mile 
Cross, County. Tyrone, now undergoing a sen- 
tence of penal servitude for life, to be quashed.

The Lord Chief Justice delivered judgment. 
He said that the Act of Parliament itself 
contemplated that a person could be tried by 
courtmartial although an indictinent had 
alreedy been found egainst him. It was quite 
clear that the finding of an indictment against 
a prisoner was no bar to his being sent to be 
tried by courtmartial. The provisions of the 
Act did not put any limit to the time at 
which the military authority may act. The 
disagreement of the jury could under no cir- 
cumstances have the effect of determining the 
proceedings, because the effect of the disagree- 
ment was that the jadge remitted the prisoner 
to the position in which he stood before the 
trial. Under these circumstances his lordship 
was unable to see that there was any founda- 
tion for Mr. Wood's argument, and he was 
consequently of opinion that the order asked 
for should be refused.

POINTING OUT A BOUNDARY. 


In the Chancery Division yesterday, Mr. Just 
tice Powell delivered judgment in the case of 
Scott v. Magee, which was heard last sittings. 
The action was brought by William Scott, who 
resides at Grange, near Kilkeel, Co. Down, 
farmer, against Hugh Magee, and Isabelia 
Magee, his wife, of Bellamy, near Dromore, in 
the same county. The plaintiff claimed an 
order for the recision of an agreement, dated 
December 3rd, 1920, made between the plainuf 
and defendants, for the sale of lands situated 
at Bellamy, by reason, as was alleged, of mus- 
representation and want of title. be plaintiff 
also claimed a return of £1,000, deposit paid by 


him on the signing of the agreement. The 
defendants denied that there was a misre- 
presentation, and they counter-claimed for an 


order for specific performance of the contract. 

It appeared that in November, 1920, the de- 
fendants offered the farm for sale, and that the 
plaintiff, accompanied by Mr. Beck (of the firm 
of Beck and Annette, auctioneers), visited the 
farms for the purpose of ascertaining their 

value and suitability. The plaintiff allegeu 
that on that occasion the wrong boundaries of 
portion of the land were pointed out to him, 
whereby he was led to believe that the portion 
now in dispute, variously described as meadow 
swamp and bog, was not included in the area 
that was purchased for the eum of £6,350. 

It also appeared that the lands were 
registered, and that the areas in the Land 
Registry were a few acres short of the area 
mentioned in the purchase agreement—namely, 
66 statute acres, or thereabouts. 

The defendants, on the other hand, contended 
that the true boundaries had been pointed out 
and described prior to the time of thé agree- 
ment, and that the plaintiff was shown a map 
of the lands included therein, which were not 
either ewamp or beg land, and that substantia! 
crops of hay were, in fact, taken off them early 
in 1920. As to the discrepancy in the area, a 
folio in the Land Commission, which had been 


rectified, showed that the lands comprised ap- 
proximately 63 acres, and defendants’ sur- 
veyors, Mr. Larmor and Mr. Neary, had 


chained it out to approximately the same area.

pointed out the wrong area as being portion of 
the farm at the locus in quo; or whether he 
pointed out the true boundaries, He felt 


dificulty in arriving at a conclusion as to the 
rea] facts, and accordingly he had requested 
an inde pendent engineer, Mr. McCarthy, to visis 
the lands, and to report to the Court on certain 
specified questions. That had been done. His 
lordship was satisfied, and found as a fact that 
Mr. Magee had pointed out the true boundaries 
of his land, and that he did not make any 
misrepresentation to the plaintiff, which would 
entitle him to have the agreement set aside. 
The plaintiff's action must “accord: ngly be dis- 
missed, with costs. As counter-claim, 
be held that the defendants had succeeded, 
and there would be a reference to Chambers to 
ascertain whether the defendants had shown 
title in accordance with the counter-claim.

Japan at Washington. 


The political crisis in Japan which was 
caused by the murder of the Prime 
Minister last week has not yet been 
solved. The Cabinet has resigned as a 
matter of form; but, while there is little 
doubt that -the Mikado will refuse to 
accept its resignation, the appointment of 
the late Mr. Hara’s successor is giving 
rise to heated controversy. The popular 
choice seems to be the Marquis. Saionji, 
who is the grand old man of Japanese 
politics ; but the younger members of the 
Diet are insisting that a “strong man” 
shall be chosen and object to the Marquis 
on account of his great age. The political 
life of Japan is highly complicated and a 
mystery to the Western mind. The prin- 
ciples of democratic government are 
unknown and the voice of the people 
has very little influence on the course of 
public affairs. There is no such thing as 
universal suffrage; the official Opposition 
has virtually no real power; and even the 
Government must take its orders from a 


an irreverent, but tender-hearted, cynic— 
a philosophic Socialist. He believes that 
the quality of human nature is constant, 
and he makes his immortal Abbé Coignard 
say that the people are well advised when 
they judge that they have nothing to gain 
or lose from & change of masters. This 
may be a depressing attitude; but it is 
neither wicked nor dangerous, and, in any 
case, Anatole France is the greatest living 
man in the world of letters. His style is 
the apotheosis of French simplicity and 
elegance. As scholar, satirist, creator of 
character, and seer he ranks with the 
great figures of his own and English 
literature from Rabelais to Sterne. None 
of them has shot folly with a surer aim, 
turned laughter to more illuminating ends, 
or handled the stops of pathos and humour 
with defter and more delicate fingers. To 
have read “Penguin Island” and “At 
the Sign of the Reine Pédauque” is to 
have been admitted not only to the mind 
of a man of genius, but to the soul of 
France. It is preposterous that the wise

UNQUALIFIED 
SUPPORT.

The outstanding feature of the report of the 
Council of the National Unionist Association, 
which is to be submitted to the annual con- 
ference of the Association, which opens at 
Liverpool on the 16th inst., is unqualified sup- 
port of the Government, 

“ Believing that the greatest m@@ure of 
national unity is still desirable,” the report. 
states, “the Unionist Party has continued to 
support the Coalition Government. There is no 
evidence that its attitude is contrary to public 
opinion. The electorate which has been con- 
sulted in by-elections in Unionist seats has not 
shown any genera] approval of the desertion of 
the principle of Coalition by the Labour Party 
and dissentient Liberals. During the period 
covered by the report there have been twenty 
by-elections in seats held by Unionist supporters 
of the Government. Only in one instance has 
the Labour wing of the Government’s opponents 
gained a seat, and this is balanced by our win 
from Labour at Woolwich. The dissentient 
Liberals bave not succeeded in gaining a seat at 
our expense. . . - 

“We may, therefore, be reasonably satisfied 
that the balance of public opinion in Unionist 
seats approves of our support of the Coalition 
Government. Neoessarily, all its actions have 
not escaped criticism. While no Government is 
free in this respect, a Coalition Government is 
naturally under a greater disadvantage than a 
single party Government. In our opinion, sup- 
port of the Government is the more essential 
to<izy in view of the serious situation in the 
country and the necessity for presenting a 
united front of moderate political opinion 
against the forces of disintegration. Any breach 
in our party would only benefit those who are 
politically opposed to us, and would be certain 
to have disastrous nationa! results.” 

The réport welcomes the Washington Con- 
ference on disarmament, which it describes as 
being full of bright possibilities, and declares 
that the desire for complete friendship with the 
United States was made manifest at the recent 
Imperial Conference. Jt estates that the in- 
dustrial revival las been hindered by the coal 
strike, but rejoices that there is evidence to-day 
of a better spirit in industry. The Union'st 
Party is not opposed to trade unionism, but it 
disiikes to see this great movement used for 
political and often revolutionary . purposes. 
Without hostility to the legitimate claims of 
Labour, the report declares it to be the duty 
of Unionism to fight Socialism, whether it be 
the doctrines of the extremists or the milder 
forme advocated by the Fabians. 


THE IRISH CLAIM.

INTERNATIONAL INSURANCE 


SCHEME. 


Na GENEVA, November 8. 

The morning “Bhssion of e International 
Labour Conference was devoted to a discussion 
of the pager of the draft convention dealing 
with the gocial insurance of agricultural wage- 
earners. Several amendments were proposed, 
and one amendment of principle—namely, that 
the convention be replaced by a recommendation 
which was, in its original form, proposed by 
the Labour Office. Although the Committee 
concerned voted in favour of the convention by 
14 votes to 12, the reasons given by the Labour 
Office in favour of the recommiendation were 
that many countries did not possess measures of 


consequently the authority of the International 
Labour Organisation would be weakened by 
pass a convention which could not be gene- 
rally ratified or applied, while in countries 
where legislation of the kind had already been 
initiated—India and South Africa, for example 
—the gradual extension of such measures might 
corra) be hinderod by the existence of the 
convention binding the country to extend them 
universally. 

Dr. Rufenacht (Swiss Government delegate) 
proposed the elimination of the words “and 
other-similar social risks” after the words “ old 
age,” while M. Theate (Belgian technical ad- 
viser) erepaned the substitution of “' social 
risks ” by the words “ physical risks.” 

The amendment was defeated by 50 votes to 3. 

Mr. Batchelor (technical adviser to the British 
employers’ delegate) proposed a more precise 
definition as regard “other similar social 
risks,” and said that he was in favour of the 
form of a recommendation. 

Mr. Gupta (Indian Government delegate) 
seconded Mr. ,Batchelor’s proposal, and finally 
the motion in favour of making the convention 
a recommendation was adopted by 55 votes to 
35. Almost all the workers’ delegates voted in 
favour of the convention. 

Mr. Walker ‘(technical adviser to the British 
workers’ delegate) seid that he favoured a cun- 
vention as being the highest expression of im- 
portance that the Conference could give. It 
put the agricultural worker on the same footing 
as all other workers. 

Sir A. D. Hall (British Government delegate) 
drew the attention of the Conference to the 
danger that failure to secure the two-thirds’ 
majority required for the passing of the con- 
vention would compromise the draft recommen- 
dation, and thus risk the loss of everything. 

The proposal of Mr. Moore (Canadian workers’ 
delegate), that the words “other similar social 
risks "’ be retained, was adopted. 

Finally, the draft recommendation was car- 
ried unanimously, 82 delegates voting. It reads 
as follows :—”“ That the General Conference re- 
commends that each member of the Inter- 
national Labour Organisation extend to agricul- 
tural wage-earners the benefit of its laws and 
regulations, instituting systems of insurance 
against sickress, invalidity, old age, and ether 
similar social risks, on conditions equivalent to 
those prevailing in the case of workers in in- 
dustry and commerce.” 

The Conference op ge dealt with ques- 
tions of procedure, and then edjourntd until 
to-morrow.

FIGHT WITH TRAIN

PAXTON (ILLINOIS), Tuesday. 

A daring train “hold-up” wds carried out 
near here yesterday evening, when robbers 
climbed over the coal tender on to the engine 
pulling the Illinois Centyal express, filled with 
passengers, to New Orleans and at tho points 
of their pistols compelled the engine driver to 
step the train and unoouple the engine and 
the luggage and mail cars from the main _por- 
tion of the train.

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UNIVERSITY FACILITIES 
COMPARED. 


What Trinity College is doing as contrasted 
with the National University in the way of 
encouraging primary teachers, was alluded to 
at a meeting of Convocation of tha National 
University of Ireland last evening. The dis- 
cussion arose out of correspondence between the 
Senate and Committee of Convocation regard- 
Ing provisional lectures leading to degrees for 
primary teachers, and resolutions of Convoca- 
tion thereon. 

Rev. W. J. Herlihy, B.A., said that they had 
been passing resolutions on the subject for the 
last six or eight years, and that showed the 
futility of their resolutions. Generation after 
generation of teachers were set aside. He 
thought that Convocation was slighted by a 
mere acknowledgment of their letter concerning 
such broad issues. Trinity College, without any 
pressure, had within the last session given cer- 
tain facilities for primary teachers. It seemed 
strange that the National University had done 
nothing for the teachers. What had taken 
place in the correspondence with the Senate 
was a slur on Convocation. 

Miss Agnes O’Farrelly suggested that the 
primne@ry teachers might. get mto closer touch. 
with the College to detail their requirements. 

A resolution was passed expressing dissatisfac- 
tion with the mere acknowledgment received by 
way of reply from the Senate. 

On the suggestion of Miss O’Farrelly, it was 
agreed to appoint a smal! committee to forward 
facilities for degrees for primary teachers.

ARCHDEACON KILKENNY, P.P. 

The Ven. Archdeacon Kilkenny P.P..

We have not yet experienced so keen a frost 
as has obtained during the past two days in 
parts of England, where ten degrees have been 
registered. There are signs, however, that we 
may rival this figure, as yesterday evening the 
glass was still rising and tha wind was 
northerly—a sign of continuous cold weather. 

Sir Oliver Lodge predicts a cold winter. "I 
find people imagining,’’ he says, “ that they are 
going to have a warm winter because they have 
had a hot summer, but the arguments are 
the other way.”

Mr. Asquith said that they were meeting at 
a critical moment in the fortunes of the world. 
There was one bright spot, and, so far as his 
eyes could discern, only one bright spot in 
the prospect which we nan rm assembly 
this week at Washington. The Conference 
would belie a universal hope if it did not 
produce a great and workable scheme for the 
wholesale reduction of armaments, and so 
satisfy the first condition of the future peace 
of the world. (Cheers. Here at bome, he 
said, there are indications—manifold indica: 
tions—that the Coalition, which has governed 
us for the last three years, and which has been 
for some time in a state of unstable equilibrium, 
is now hovering on the verge of collapse. 
(Cheers.) Its attitude has been from first to 
last one of alternate advance and retreat, of 
expensive adventures, both at home and 
abroad, rashly undertaken and as hastily 
abandoned, and culminating of late in a pro 
cession of retreats, repeals, and recantations. 
(Laughter.) 

Time after time all its followers have been 
led up the hill, only to be led down | 
(Langhter.) It is not surprising 
frequent repetition of these futile scrambles 
has left most of them out of breath, and many 
of them out of temper. 

COMING TO A HEAD. 

With a certain section of them, indeed, 
matters have come to a head during the past 
week over the Irisk Conference. That, perhaps, 
could hardly surprise a dispassionate outside 
spectator. When I suggested lines of policy, 
sumilar to those which hold the field to-day, 
I was derided. Heaven grant that it may not 
have been too late that the Government have 
executed a complete volte face with regard to 
Ireland, but through the times of mistakes and 
miscalculations the Goverument received the 
hearty and practically the unanimous support 
of both wings of the Opposition. 

Was there ever a more conclusive vindication 
of Independent Liberalism as a distinct and ' 
organised political force ? Cheers.) At last 
they changed their minds, or, at any rate, 
changed their policy, and the Conference now 
going on has our best wishes. (Cheers.) 

It ta looked on askance by a section of the 
Coalition who have not yet succeeded—ihey are 
not so nimble witted as some of their col- 
leagues—(laughter)—in teaching themselves that 
the artificial dialect of this year, up to the end 
of June, to-day is as obsolete for the purposes 
of practical politics as one of the dead 
languages. We hope and pray for the success 
of their negotiations, but let me say this—TI say 
it with all seriousness, and, indeed, solemnity— 
that if I understand the temper of the British 
tg eo far as we are responsible, the gates 
f civil war must not be reopened in Ireland. 
(Cheers.) 

We are all agreed, and I myself, both in office 
and out of office, have repeatedly declared that 
we will be no parties to the coercion of the 
Ulster minority. Neither will we be parties, 
at the instance of that minority or of anybod 
else, to the coercion of the rest of Ireland. 
{Loud cheers.) 

The Act of Union, which used to be a fetish, 
which gave iis name to one of the various 
ahasea which the other party thought it con- 
venient to assume, has gone by the board with 
tuo assent of the Unionist Party. That being 
eo, there ia nothing sacroganct or ifretriovable 
in the provisions of an Act passed as lately as 
1920, upon Whose clauses the ink is hardly yet 
dry. (Cheers.) 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Dealing with finance and unemployment, Mr. 
Asquita remarked that the question would not 
admit, of artificial diagnosis, or pettifogging 
prescriptions like tle legislation which Parlia- 
ment had been fnvited to discuss The Go. 
vernment said that it was all the result 
of an unprecedented war; but that 
was not the position they took when plans and 
pledges of kaleidoscopic exuberance ware given, 
to get from a bewildered electorate a blank vote 
of confidence.
